2 lbs. atpirigui '/i cup butter 

1 chlckan 2 sggt 

Sslt Vi cup sour (rum 

V* cup fat Vi cup milk 

Cook asparagus in boiling salted water,, 
drain and place in an ovenproof dish. 

Prepare the chicken for roasting. 
Salt it and brush with fat. Roast in 
a moderate oven for 1 hour. Let it 
cool. Bone the chicken and chop the 
meat finely. Place it on the asparagus 
and pour on melted butter. Mix egg 
yolk with sour cream, add milk. Fold 
in stiffly beaten egg whites. Top the 
dish with this mixture and bake in a 
moderate oven, 350°F., for about 20 mi 
nutes.
